During the first quarter of 1981, production of the small--less than 18mm 
in diameter--rolled steel accounted for over 50 percent of the mill's 
productivity. The sales for that quarter amounted to over 31.5 million 
yuan, an all time first quarter record.

Primarily engaged in the production of basic industrial chemicals, 
especially hydrogen peroxide soluti. i, this plant has suffered from 
competition of lower priced products from outside the area. The beginning 
of this year saw the price of hydrogen peroxide drop by 500 yuan per ton. 
Compounded by price drops in other products, yearly profits of 1.76 
million yuan would be affected whereas the total profits realized last 
year were only 1.09 million yuan. In dealing with this situation, the 
cost of producing hydrogen peroxide had to be reduced by 300 yuan per 

ton and productivity had to be increased. Additional electrolyzers were 
installed in the workshop. Using the same amount of electricity and 

raw material, daily production of hydrogen peroxide went from 5 tons to 

7 tons. The production of hy: rogen peroxide during the first 5 months of 
this year increased by 27 percent over the same period last year without 
increasing raw material by very much. With additional plant-wide energy 
conservation measures, over 1 million kWh were conserved in the first 
quarter amounting to a savings of over 60,000 yuan. By lowering coal 
consumption in the power workshop and raising the boiler's steam genera- 
tion, the cost of steam power was lowered by over 100,000 yuan. The two 
energy items accounted for over half of production costs, and the cost of 
producing hydrogen peroxide was finally reduced by over 300 yuan per ton.
